. New York, Sept. 14.—The continu­ 
ance of the Harriman policies in the 
management of Union Pacific. South­ 
ern Pacific and the chain of allied 
railroads was made certain, tempo­ 
rarily at least, when Robert S. Lovett, 
E. H. Harrlman’s personal counsel and 
friend, was elected to succeed Mr. 
Harriman at the head of the executive 
committee of the Union Pacific rail­ 
road. To strengthen further the domi­ 
nance of the “Harriman idea,” Jacob 
H. Schiff and William Rockefeller— 
both heavily interested in the Harri­ 
man enterprises—were elected direc­ 
tors in place of Mr. Harriman and the 
late H. H. Rogers, and also were 
chosen to places on the executive 
committee. The Union Pacific still 
remains without a president, as Mr. 
Harriman occupied this position also. 
It is understood, however, that an 
operating man—probably L. F. Loree, 
president of the Delaware and Hud­ 
son, will be elected for the place at 
the annual meeting of stockholders to 
be held on Oct. 12. Proxies for this 
meeting already in the hands of R. 
6. Lovett and Alexander Millar, secre­ 
tary of the Union Pacific, seem to 
guarantee that election will be dic­ 
tated by the Harriman Interest. 
The office which Judge Lovett as­ 
sumed is the most important in the 
management and financial supervision 
of the Union Pacific. Judge Lovett’s 
close associations with Mr. H arri­ 
man, 
particularly during the 
last 
weeks of the latter’s life, make him, 


TORNADO ON MESABA RANGE 


Destroys Thousands of Dollars’ Worth 
of Property. 
Duluth, Sept. 14.—A tornado struck 
Coleraine, western Mesaba, shortly 
after midnight and continued an hour, 
completely demolishing the $20,000 
two-story brick block belonging to A. 
M. Murnike of Eveleth. 
The wind also destroyed the grand 
stand and scattered the fence of the 
Coleraine baseball team, Involving a 
loss of $1,000, partly razed the scaf­ 
fold of the Itasca Ski club’s slide, 
which was to have been used In the 
national tournament to be held here 
next winer, lifted up the big Palace 
livery barn and set it diagonally on 
the lots, spit telephone poles, dam­ 
aged the mines, several stores, resi­ 
dences and outbuildings and did thou­ 
sands of dollars’ worth of damage to 
fences, sidewalks, streets, avenues and 
trees.

It is taken for 
granted that Judge Lovett will be se­ 
lected chairman of the executive com­ 
mittee also, in Mr. Harriman’s place, 
with Jacob H. Schiff or some other 
partner in the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., at his right hand as director and 
member of the executive committee. 
Wall street manifested more than 
usual interest in the election in view 
of the rumors which went the rounds 
last week to the effect that a member 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. would be elect­ 
ed to the Union Pacific board. No 
such change developed and as it 
stands the executive committee re­ 
mains in the parlance of the street, 
a “Kuhn, Loeb-Standard Oil’’ board. 
For besides Judge Lovett, Jacob H. 
Schiff and William Rockefeller, the 
members are H. C. Frick of Pittsburg, 
Marvin Hughitt, president of the Chi­ 
cago and Northwestern, and Frank A. 
Vanderlip of the National City bank 
of New York. 
The failure of the Morgan interests 
to gain a place on the reconstructed 
board was a surprise to Wall street, 
where last week rumors had been 
given general credence. It was point­ 
ed out, however, that possibly the 
Morgan interests, fearing disastrous 
results of the many radical changes 
at this time, may have purposely post- 
poned the selection of a representa­ 
tive until the regular annual election 
In October.

The presi­ 
dent will spend the night in Boston, 
leaving there tor Chicago at IO a. rn 
Wednesday. 

Taft leaves Beverly there 
will be no formality about his going 
and in fact the departure will seem 
like the usual afternoon automobile 
ride, for Mrs. Taft will accompany 
her husband on the seventeen-mile 
journey into Boston. Mrs. More, Mrs. 
Taft’s sister, will also be in the party, 
and as soon as the president alights 
at the hotel in Boston where he will 
atop over night, Mrs. Taft and Mrs. 
More will begin their return trip to 
Beverly. 
It is now Mrs. Taft’s intention to 
remain in Beverly until Nov. 12, when 
it is expected that the president will 
arrive here to take her back to Wash­ 
ington.

Polar Controversy Continues to 
Rage Unabated. 


NOT SOLIDLY BEHIND PEARY 


Even Naval Circles Turn by Diteen- 


tion— Admiral 8chley Admires Atti­ 


tude of Dr. Cook— Secretary of the 


Arctic Club of America Says Me 


H at Known Peary to Depart From 


the Truth. 


New York, 
Sept. 
14.—With 
Dr. 
Cook homeward bound ar.d Comman­ 
der Peary now in touch with the cor­ 
respondents, two swelling streams of 
conflicting affirmation are now cen­ 
tered on a city already boiling over. 
Comment and criticism lack nothing 
of their previous acidity and rather 
gain than lose in volume. 
Previous assumption that Comman­ 
der Peary would have the United 
States navy solidly behind him was 
not borne out in a letter from Rear 
Admiral Schley (retired) made public 
by Captain B. S. Osbon, secretary of 
the Arctic Club of America, of which 
Dr. Cook is a member. The letter, 
under date of Sept. l l from Pocono 
Manor, Pa., runs in part as follows: 
“I like Cook’s attitude immensely 
in this unfortunate, unnecessary and 
unwise controversy. He certainly has 
been dignified and manly in the stand 
he has taken in this matter.” 
Captain Osbon followed his letter 
from the admiral with a lecture on 
“Who Discovered the North Pole?” 
“Dr. Frederick A. Cook,” he said, 
“was for two years ray wife’B physi­ 
cian. I saw him two or three times a 
week and we chatted many hours. If 
I have ever known a man of integrity, 
probity, sincerity and modesty, it is 
Dr. Cook. 
“I have known also the other fel­ 
low—known him to depart from truth 
by large margins.” 
Criticises Commander Peary. 
Dr. Cook’s attitude in withholding 
details of his discovery was attribut­ 
ed to his desire not to anticipate the 
publication of his book. “But aa soon 
as the other claimant got within reach 
of the wireless,” said the captain, “he 
sent dispatches to everybody he could 
think of, but delayed in informing the 
mother of the unfortunate Marvin, 
who perished during the expedition.” 
After a meeting of the executive 
committee of the Arctic Club of 
America Dr. R. O. Stebbins, its chair­ 
man, gave the club’s attitude on the 
controversy. 
“The Arctic Club of America.” he 
said, “has nothing to do with the con 
troversy over the discovery of the 
pole. All that the Arctic club recog­ 
nizes is that Dr. Cook is the discov­ 
erer of the pole and that Peary 
reached there. Our only desire is to 
honor the discoverer. Neither side 
has proved its case to America, but 
since the Danish government has 
recognized Dr. Cook, we feel that the 
burden of proof now falls on his op­ 
ponents.” 
“The Arctic club,” Mr. Stebbins con­ 
tinued, “will present to Dr. Cook a 
gold medal, two and a half inches in 
diameter showing in bas relief Dr. 
Cook standing on the top of the globe 
waving the Stars and Stripes.”

Peary auxiliary steamer Erik in 1905 
and again in 1908, adds his quota to 
the polar controversy. On his expe­ 
dition he naturally saw much of 
Peary and knew of Peary’s plans. 
He was also on the Erik in the 
summer of 1907, when she lay for a 
week in Sydney alongside the schoon­ 
er John R. Bradley, in which Dr. Cook 
was starting for the pole, the Erik 
that year going to Hudson bay for 
the Canadian government. 
Whitten says that the Bradley was 
abundantly equipped for Cook’s ex­ 
pedition, having supplies for at leait 
three years. 
He eonfirmed the charge 
made by Dr. Cook at Copenhagen that 
Peary’s people took Cook’s provisions, 
adding that not only did the crew of 
the ship take Cook’s stores that were 
at Etah, but that boats were sent to 
AAnatook, thirty miles distant, to re­ 
move Cook’s provisions, which were 
Stored there. 
Whitten admitted, however, that he 
did not know' if this removal w*as by 
arrangement 
between 
Rudolph 
Francke, who was left in charge of 
the provisions, and Peary, or Peary's 
representatives, but he thought that 
in any event it was a strange thing to 
do, in view of the fact that Cook was 
then away on the ice floes and might 
return and find his provisions gone.

WITH A RAZOR 


President of Union Trust Com­ 
pany a Suicide. 


Virtue In Onions. 
Onions are well known to be valua­ 
ble as aperients, but much of their me­ 
dicinal quality passes into the water 
In which they are boiled, and so they 
are best, says an authority, when in­ 
corporated in a vegetable stew. Span­ 
ish onions are best when an aperient 
action is desired, but if they are eaten 
to promote sleep the tiny ones that are 
pulled from the garden in spring are 
as powerful as those of larger growth. 


New York, Sept. 14.—John W. Cas­ 
tles, president of the Union Trust 
company of this city, capitalized at 
$1,000,000, a director in other well 
known corporations and prominent in 
club and social life in this city and 
the South, cut his throat from ear to 
ear iii the Grand Union hotel and was 
found dead stretched across a bed. He 
had been in ill health for some time 
and his suicide is ascribed solely to 
a nervous breakdown and not to finan­ 
cial troubles. 
His body was discovered by his 
brother, Burton S. Castles, w’ho, hav­ 
ing become alarmed at Mr. Castles’ 
failure to return home from the bank, 
began a search through the hotels of 
the city. Arriving at tho Grand Union, 
at Forty-second street and Park ave­ 
nue, he found that Mr. Castles had 
registered there under his own name 
and had gone immediately to the room 
assigned to him on the second floor. 
As his body was cold when found, in­ 
dications are that he ended his life 
soon after closing the door. 
The body, dressed only in under 
garments, was lying across the bed. 
On a table nearby was a bloody razor 
with which he had ended his life. Ex­ 
amination showed that he had severed 


both the windpipe and one of the 
carotid arteries, but notwithstanding 
this had made his way to the bed be­ 
fore he expired. The position of the 
razor leads to the belief that he stood 
before a mirror while slashing his 
throat. 
On a dressed near the bed there 
was an eight-ounce bottle unlabeled, 
but 
containing 
a 
pungent acid. 
Whether he had taken any of this be­ 
fore cutting his throat has not been 
ascertained. A physician was sum­ 
moned hastily after the body was 
found, but the banker was beyond aid. 
The 
police and 
coroner were then 
notified and an investigation begun. 
According to his friends, Mr. Cas­ 
tles was broken in health by overwork 
and had had little connection with the 
Union Trust company since assuming 
the presidency of the institution on 
Jan. I, last, when he succeeded Ed­ 
ward King. Mr. 
King had been presi­ 
dent since 1873, but in November last 
met with an accident which resulted 
In his death ten days later. 
Not long ago Mr. Castles’ condition 
became so serious that he was sent 
to a sanitarium at Kerhonkson, N. Y., 
in Ulster county, where he remained 
for three months under treatment. At 
times he returned to New York ac­ 
companied by an attendant and at­ 
tended briefly to business matters so 
far as he was able.

Peary’s Steamer Soon Will Sail for 
North Sydney. 
Battle Harbor, Labrador, Sept. 14.— 
Commander Peary’s steamer Roose 
velt is in good condition and will leave 
Battle Harbor on Thursday or Friday 
for North Sydney. From that port 
the Roosevelt will proceed to New 
York and if it is possible she will 
take part in the naval parade at the 
Hudson-Fulton celebration. 
Captain Bartlett is extremely anx 
ious to weigh anchor and return to 
civilization, but, as there is danger of 
encountering storms so prevalent at 
this season on the treacherous Labra­ 
dor coast, every precaution will be 
taken to put the Roosevelt in as sea­ 
worthy a condition as possible. Under 
the best of circumstances the steamer 
is bound to make a slow run to Syd 
ney, probably not more than five knots 
an hour. 
Commander Peary also is anxious 
lest Dr. Cook should reach New' York 
first, although he adds that the Brook­ 
lyn 
explorer’s attempts to induce 
scientists to believe his story will be 
futile.

THE CAMERA. 


Some 
of 
of tho Wonderful Things 
Which It lo Capable. 
The camera, which divides time into 
thousandths of a second and records 
the impressions of each, makes perm a­ 
nent pictures of events which pass too 
quickly for the dull human retina to 
recognize. It is only through tire cam­ 
era that the motions of the wings of 
flying birds and of the legs of sw ift 
running animals have been analyzed. 
To the camera the fuzzy drivers of the 
swiftly speeding 
locomotives 
stand 
out clear cut and stationary, while 
each flying drop of rain in the driven 
storm is distinct and seems frozen in 
its place. 
The tarpon fisherman, fa­ 
miliar with the first wild leap of the 
frenzied fish as it casts hook and bait 
fifty feet in the air, sees first in the 
finished picture the outstretched gills, 
the convulsive opening and closing of 
which had escaped his eye, however 
closely he may have looked for it. 
Often the eye of the camera will de­ 
cipher documents of which the writing 
had been substantially obliterated by 
age, and I have successfully copied 
with the camera the utterly faded pho­ 
tograph of a classmate of forty years 
previous and thereby been enabled to 
present to a grizzled veteran a like­ 
ness 
of 
his 
curly 
haired 
youth. 
Changes in the pigment of the skin 
undiscoverable by the eye appear with 
distinctness on the sensitive plate, and 
it is said th at ample warning of ap­ 
proaching disease has been thereby 
given. 
By means of the invisible rays lying 
beyond the violet of the spectrum ob­ 
jects may be photographed in the dark­ 
ness and, with the aid of the so called 
X rays, through substances otherwise 
opaque. 
When from the darkness of 
night and storm the forked lightning 
flashes, the camera makes a vivid and 
permanent picture of each fiery trail. 
Creatures th at travel by night can be 
“caught” in the brief blaze of a mag­ 
nesium charged pistol, the flash of 
which is of too short duration for the 
creature to move or the dull human 
eye to recognize the subject.—A. W.

Labor Saving Device For 
Handling 
Heavy Merchandise. 
The acompanying illustration shows 
a portable elevator and tiering ma­ 
chine. The wide application of the de­ 
vice Is obvious, and, besides its advan­ 
tages in the saving of labor and stor­ 
age space, it has proved a great ad­ 
vantage 
in 
repairing 
and 
erecting 
shafting, hangers and pulleys. 
The base is of malleable iron in two 
sections. 
The wheels are fitted to the 
bottom base, and between the two is 
the top base, and between the two is 
fitted a ball bearing base. 
The ball 
bearing base is a distinguishing fea­ 
ture of this elevator. 
The revolving 
base makes it possible to load from 
either direction in narrow aisles and 
also unload at any point of the com­ 
pass.

tures. The gears are all cut from steel 
blanks, except the largest one. which 
is cut from a gray iron blank. 
The 
platform 
is thirty inches long by 
twenty-four inches wide, fitted with 
reversible rollers, so that it can be 
loaded from front or side, as desired. 
The brake is made of a flat steel 
spring wound around two drums, and 
by a very small pressure of the hand 
on the brake lever a full capacity load 
can be lowered at any speed desired 
or stopped and held at any point. The 
ratchet, which is designed to catch the 
load at all poiuts. is so constructed 
that the operator is compelled to re­ 
move the crank from the shaft and 
place it on the pawl shaft in order to 
lower the platform, thereby eliminat­ 
ing all possibility of the crank hitting 
the operator when lowering the plat­ 
form. 
The floor space occupied is no 
more than required for an ordinary 
hand truck.—Engineering Magazine.

Astronomer* 
Believe 
Alcyone 
Center of Our Universe. 
Our dear old earth, which seems im­ 
movable and solid as we go about our 
daily work or travel over its furrowed 
surface, is yet spinning and rolling 
and swaying in complex but orderly 
motion. 
Its axial rotation gives us 
day and ulght. 
Its circuit round the 
sun brings the seasons and the year. 
The circling of the poles produces the 
procession of the equinoxes. 
The 
planets perturb it in its courses. The 
plane of its orbit sways up and down, 
and its perihelion is slowly shifted. 
The moon swings it round a center of 
gravity common to both, which the 
sun and all our system speed onward 
to some far distant goal. 
And, If the 
bright star in the constellation Taurus 
is the central point round which this 
vast orbit sweeps, then Alcyone is the 
center of the universe for us. 
As far as astronomers can judge, this 
motion through the vast abyss of in- 
tersteTler space is at the rate of about 
a million miles a day, and it is in the 
direction of the constellation Hercules. 
The motion through space is believed 
to be away from Argus and toward 
Hercules. 
Some have thought that 
Alcyone, in the Pleiades, is somewhere 
near the center of the vast circuit 
swept over by the sun and his attend­ 
ant worlds. If this is true, that beau­ 
tiful star as it silently twinkles in 
the constellation Taurus becomes of 
surpassing interest to mankind.

Mother of the Young Officer Had 
Claimed That Hit Arm Waa Frac­ 
tured—Contusion Found Over the 
Right Eye—Bullet Hole Is Clean 
Cut and the Sutton Attorneys Claim 
It Proves Shot Waa Not Fired by 
Deceased. 


W ashington, Sept. 14.—When the 
body of Lieutenant Jam es N. Sutton, 
Jr., the young naval officer who met 
his death about two years ago at An­ 
napolis, was exhumed at Arlington 
cemetery an autopsy performed by 
physicians representing the navy de­ 
partm ent and young Sutton’s mother 
disclosed the fact that no bones were 
broken, although a contusion was 
found over the right eye. 
It had been Mrs. Sutton’s contention 
that her son’s arm had been broken in 
the fight which preceded his death, 
and that this being the case, the shot 
which ended his life could not have 
been self-inflicted. 
Dr. George Tully Vaughan of this 
city, who represented Mrs. Sutton at 
the autopsy, said that the bullet 
wound which caused his death was 
three Inches above the right ear and 
was clean cut. There was no indica­ 
tion that the hair and scalp had been 
burned by powder. 
Surgeon Spear, 
who represented the navy department, 
declined to make a statem ent, saying 
that he intended to make a report di­ 
rect to the navy department. 
Attorney Vandyke, associate coun­ 
sel for Mrs. Sutton, said th at he was 
convinced th at the shot had been Ared 
at least five feet from the officer’s 
head and that the wound showed con­ 
clusively that It was a physical im­ 
possibility for Sutton to have fired 
the shot. 
Decline to Discuss Plans. 
While the Sutton attorneys are said 
to have made their plans for the next 
step in the case, they declined to dis­ 
cuss them. 
Present at the grave when the 
body was disinterred were Mrs. Sut­ 
ton, several friends, her attorneys, 
several surgeons and a number of 
newspaper men. 
Mrs. Sutton was the 
first person to look upon tho face of 
ber dead son when the casket was 
opened. 
After leaving the store room 
where the body lay, she said lo the 
newspaper men who were waiting out­ 
side: 
“I want you newspaper men to go 
in there and see for yourselves that 
his forehead is crushed.” 
After viewing the body the newspa­ 
per men were excluded from the room 
and the surgeons began the autopsy. 
The examination was made by Doctors 
George Tully Vaughan and H. D. Tay­ 
lor, representing Mrs. Sutton, and Dr.
